The proposition that "an Ameri- 


can language" be created was pretty 
severely handled by Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke at the conference of American 
and British professors of English at 
Columbia university. Dr. Van Dyke 
said the proposal "may be remarried 
as either a specimen of American 
humor or as a serious enormity," 
adding that "the natural style of 
the persons who Bravely make the 
proposal 
gives 
rise 
to 
frightful 


ill-earns of the kind of new language 
they probably would make if they 
were let loose on the job." 
The au- 


thor and- Princeton professor 
de- 


clared that good 
conversation 
as 


well as good writing is declining in 
America. 
"One of the chief dan- 


Kers to our rich and vivid language 
today," he said, "is the slovenly way 
in which it is spoken, not only in the 
streets, but also in the pulpit, on 
the stage, and cv«n in the classroom. 
Dialect and local accent, brogue and 
burr, are the spice of talk. 
But lazy, 


unintelligible, syncopated speech is 
like a dirty face." 


Dr. Van Dyke would 
admit, 
or 


ought to admit, that 
some slight 


variation from the parent tongue is 
Inevitable in America, and that both 
here and in England the language will 
be gradually broadened if not en- 
riched by words or phrases of collo- 
quial origin. 
In no country can a 


language remain absolutely station- 
ary. 
But certain and slow growth 


of this sort is a vastly different thing 
from deliberate effort toward change 
and radical modification on the part 
of slovenly writers who worship the 
"literature" of the gutter and seek 
to raise the indolent claptrap called 
"free verse" above the 
level 
of 


great poetry 
Dr. Van Dyke is right 


in saying that the production of gen- 
uine, lasting literature "cannot be 
taught at all," and in giving earnest 
aspirants 
the 
following 
advice: 


"Read. read, read the works of the 
men who have made English litera- 
ture one of the glories and blessings 
of our race. 
Do not Imitate them; 


absorb them. 
Then if something 


comes to you which you are sure is
